London, July 7.—The Russian got- 
eram ent announces that it vvill give 
Japan a free hand to apply military 
force in China. The terms of this con- 
sentaresummarized in a dispatch from 
St. Petersburg, under date of July 6. In 
reply to an inquiry from the Japanese 
cabinet, regarding the dispatch of 
.Japanese troops to China to render aid 
to the foreigners in Peking, the Rus­ 
sian government declared on May 27, 
that it left the Japanese government 
fuliliberty of action in this connection, 
and the Tokio cabinet has expressed, its 
readiness tr act in full agreeanent with 
other powers. 


It is in consequence of this, no doubt, 
that Japan is preparing to embark 20,- 
000 more troops. Political considera­ 
tions th a t were thought to have been 
numbing the action of the powers are 
thus laid aside, for a moment at least, 
by the government supposed to have 
the 
clearest 
purposes 
respecting 
China's future. 
Japan's sending of 
troops now can have little bearing on 
the fate of the foreigners in Peking.

duced fully a uuarier, without lailures 
amounting: In all to $:i0,iX)0,‘ it would have 
been tliought lmpa.«.^lble. 
Yet the six 
failures in the depurim ent for the last 
quarter w ere. Vn »H $28.935, though Bes­ 
semer pig has fallen from 125 to $18, and 
plates from 3.1 to 1.5 cents, and the av­ 
erage for iron and steel products has de­ 
clined ju st 25 per cent, since January 10.

residienee. 
nearly a mile, the streets were lined 
with people and* Gov. Roosevelt was 
kept 
busy 
bowing his acknowledg­ 
ments to the acclaims of the people of 
Canton. 


The yard of the McKinley residence 
and- the streets adjacent were literal- 
Ij' packed with hum anity when the 
governor 
alighted from his carriage 
and walked briskly toward the house. 
Then a tremendous cheer burst forth 
fr»m the asseinl>led multitude. Presi 
dent McKinley was standing on the 
porch waiting with outstretched hands 
to greet his associate on the national 
ticket. 
When they shook hands the 
scene %vas inspiring indeed. The as- 
scml)lage was clamoróus for speeelies, 
and when something like quiet was re­ 
stored the president introdiuced CJov. 
Roosevelt, who spoke briefly, express­ 
ing his thanks for the rece-plion ac­ 
corded him. At dinner the only guests 
at the McKinley residence liesides the 
regular household were Gov. Roosevelt 
and .Tudge and Mrs. Day. 
PrcsidiMit 
MeKiniey and' Gov. lioosevelt were in 
conference most of the evening, but 
nothing could be learned as to tlie 
matters di.seus.sed. The governor left 
for New’ York at 10:50.

K ansas City, July S.—The dem ocratic 
national ticket was completed B^riday by 
the nom ination of Adlal E. Stevenson for 
vice prealdent. The nom ination w as made 
on the first ballot, slate after state Joln- 
InK In the wild scram ble to record their 
Support of the winning candidate. 
It 
was not accompanied by any such fran­ 
tic dem onstration of approval as 
had 
m arked the 
proceedings 
a t 
previous 
stages, although the result followed 
a 
Bplrlted and a t times highly dram atic 
contest between the advocates of Steven­ 
son, Towne. Hill and the lesser candl* 
dates. 
O ration to H ill. 


The distinct trium ph of the day in the 
way of a popular ovation was th a t ac­ 
corded to Senator Hill, and In its spon­ 
taneity and enthusiasm , was one of the 
ihost notable features the convention had 
pt-oduced. 
It was accom panied too by 
a rem arkable scene when Hill earnestly 
protested to his friends ag ain st being 
placed in nomination, and then, finding 
his protest in vain, when he strode to the 
platform , and in tones which left no 
doubt of their sincerity, earnestly be­ 
sought the convention not to m ake him 
the nominee. 


StevenaoB and T oivae Named. 


At 
10:46 Chairm an 
R ichardson 
ad­ 
vanced to the front of the platform , a 
great bouquet of sweet peas in his hand, 
and w ith a sweep of the gavel cut off the 
¿trains of the band, slowly stilled the con­ 
tusion and brought the convention to order 
for Its th ird day’s work. 


A fter the prayer the call of states be­ 
gan for th e purpose of m aking nom inations 
for the vice presidency. G reat confusion 
prevailed and very few of the delegates 
were aw are of w hat w as going on until 
A labam a and A rkansas had been passed, 
and C alifornia 
was called. 
Then the 
doughty form and florid face of Senator 
W hite em erged from the Californians, and 
In stentorian tones he demanded to know 
w hat w as going on and th a t the aisles be 
cleared of the disorderly intruders. W hen 
the chairm an responded th at California 
was being called for nom inations, Senator 
W hite announced that California yielded to 
A rkansas. 


"And A rkansas yields to Illinois, to 
place in nomination Adlal Stevenson, of 
Illinois.*’ shouted Jeit Davis, the dem ocrat­ 
ic candidate for governor of A rkansas, 
standing on a chair and receiving a cheer 
tor his m ention of Stevenson. 


Now all business was suspended, as the 
confusion had become 
so overpowering 
that the call of the secretaries w as Inaud­ 
ible above the roar. T<te police and ser­ 
geants-at-arm s struggled vainly to dis­ 
possess the mob which was now well-nigh 
in control of the floor. Men fought to re­ 
tain their places, and there were m any ex­ 
citing encounters, which a t tim es th reat­ 
ened to precipitate a fight under the eyes 
of the m ultitude. It took 15 m inutes to re­ 
store some semblance of order, and then 
the spokesm an for 
Illinois. R epresenta­ 
tives Jam es Wililams, presented the name 
of Stevenson. 


Stevenson’s name was received with 
cheers. 


Connecticut yielded to M innesota and Mr. 
Roes?lng nominated Tow’ne. 


There was considerable 
cheering 
for 
Towne am ong the spectators, but Minne­ 
sota was the only state th at joined In the 
dem onstration save one delegate here and 
there. T he cheering was kept up for a lit­ 
tle while, but it was evident th at Towne’s 
friends W’ere in the galleries.

M eantime attention was being directed 
to an excited group, m assed In front of 
the New York section w ith IIlll as the 
vortex of a struggling throng of dele­ 
gates. 
They pre».Hed forw ard from all 
quarters of the hall, urging him to per­ 
mit his nam e to be placed before the 
convention. The face of the New' Yorker 
was a study as the dem ands upon him 
came from all sides. He sat In the front 
row of delegates, with ex-Senator Mur­ 
phy on his right and Judge Van W yck 
on his im m ediate left. 
A second seat 
away w'as Mr. Croker. HUl protested vo­ 
ciferously. 
Judge Van W yck said 
he 
could not refuse, 
M urphy and Croker 
pleaded w ith him to obey the will of the 
convention and accept. W hile the plead­ 
ings continued the call of Delaw are was 
heard above the roar, 
and 
Delaware 
yielded her place to New York. 
A t this 
the bulky form of Senator Grady, the 
silver-tongued

A Great Scene, 


The effect was electrical and a tidal wave 
of enthusiastic approval sw ept over the 
convention. 
Delegates

chairs and waved frantically, not in a few 
scattering groups, but in solid phalanxes. 
Flags and standards were again mingled 
In trium phant procession while a roar as 
from N iagara pulsated through the great 
structure. Grady stood there proudly w'alt- 
ing for th e storm to subside. B ut as he 
waited the audience observed a strange 
pantomime. They saw H ill leave the New 
York delegation and push through 
the 
throng up to the platform . 
They could 
hear him appeal to Grady to w ithdraw , while 
Grady’s answ er was apparent from the 
shake of his head and his advance to the 
front of the platform to continue his nom­ 
inating speech. When the dem onstration 
had subsided Grady completed his speech 
placing H ill before the convention.

Some of the devoted friends of 
Hill still m aintained their allegiance to 
him, and the delegations of New Jersey, 
Louisiana and some others seconded his 
nomination. 


Other Name« Presented. 


A num ber of favorite sons also were 
placed In nomination, M aryland bringing 
forw ard Gov.

The vote w as followed wlih intense in­ 
terest, for when Alabama announced throe 
for Stevenson and 
for Hill It looked as 
though a close and exciting contest was 
to occur. 
B ut It was soon evident th at 
Slevensoti hud a strong lead. At the close 
01 the call he had 
votes, wiilch, how­ 
ever, W'as not enough to nominate, the 
requisite tw o-thirds being C2-1. Hill had re ­ 
ceived 200 votes and Towne S9Í4¡. But before 
the announcem ent of the result a strong- 
lunged delegate from 'rennessee stood on 
his chair and announced: 
‘‘Tennessee 
changes her 24 votes from Hill to Steven­ 
son.” 
StevcnHon Nonilnated. 


T hat started the tide Irresistibly toward 
Stevenson. From every quarter of the hall 
came dem ands for recognition. Alabam a 
changed to Stevenson; California did the 
same. N orth Carolina changed from C arr 
to Stevenson. 
Even New York Anally and 
reluctantly announced Its change from Hill 
to Stevenson. 
That ended It. Stevenson's 
nomination w'as assured, although for some 
time longer th e various states continued to 
record their changes from Towne and oth­ 
er candidates to Stevenson. 
In the end 
the nom ination was made unanimous. Its 
announcem ent was greeted w ith enthusi­ 
astic approval, and again the state stand­ 
ards and banners were borne about the 
building in tribute to the party nominee. 


The usual form at resolutions of thanks 
to K ansas C ity and to the officers of the 
convention w ere adopted amid the g reat­ 
est confusion and then, at 3:21, on rho- 
tlon of Chairm an Jones, the national 
dem ocratic convention of 1900 adjourned. 


THE NATIOKAL COMMITTEE. 


Senator Jon es Vaanlmoasljr R eelect­ 
ed Chairman. 


K an sas City, July 7.—The national com­ 
m ittee of the democratic party met a t 
the K ansas City club after the adjourn­ 
ment of the convention, and Immediately 
organized. 
Senator Jones, w’ho was not 
a member of the committee, remained 
outside until the preliminaries were over. 
Thom as T aggert, of Indiana, who has 
been m entioned as a possible chairm an, 
nom inated Senator Jones for reelectlon, 
and he received the unanim ous vote. The 
m atter of selecting the executive com­ 
m ittee was left to Chairm an Jones, who 
win m ake the appointm ents after he has 
had time for consideration. 
It Is un­ 
derstood th at many of the members of 
the last committee will bo chosen. 
A 
committee consisting of Tillman, of South 
Carolina; Johnson, of Indiana; W illiams, 
of M assachusetts; 
Osborne, of W yom­ 
ing, and Wilson, of Idaho, was appoint­ 
ed to confer w ith representatives of the 
populist and silver republican parties as 
to the best plan of campaign. 


SILV ER IIËPUULICAIVS. 


Nom inate llryau for P resident by Ae- 
clain atlou —Their Platform . 


K ansas City, Mo., July 7.—A fter a long 
and exciting debate, during 
which 
it 
looked several times as If Charles 
A. 
Towne would be nominated for vice pres­ 
ident In spite of his protest against such 
action, the national convention of the 
silver republican party adjourned sine die 
w ithout m aking a nomination, the whole 
m atter being referred to the national 
com m ittee w ith power to act. W. J. B ry­ 
an was made the unanimous choice of 
the convention for president during the 
morning se.sslon, and It w'as the intention 
to complete the ticket in the afternoon 
by the nom ination of form er Congress­ 
man Towne. The action of the dem ocrat­ 
ic convention, however, in placing Adlal 
E. Stevenson In nomination took the dele­ 
gates off their feet, but most of them a s­ 
serted their determ ination to nom inate 
Mr. Towne notw ithstanding. 
For tw'o 
hours Senator Teller, form er Congres.s- 
man Shafroth, of Colorado, and Cheadle, 
of Indiana, and others made speeches in 
favor of indorsing the dem ocratic ticket, 
but it was not until Towne him self ap­ 
peared and appealed to the convention 
not to nom inate him, b u t to concentrate 
their forces, th a t the delegates calmed 
down, and the vice presidential nomina­ 
tion w as referred to the national com­ 
mittee, 


Mr. Towne, in a speech to the conven­ 
tion previous to the decision w ith refer­ 
ence to the vice presidential nomination, 
said he believed It his duty to support the 
ticket nom inated by the democratic con­ 
vention. 


While Mr. Towne was speaking several 
attem pts weie made to interrupt him with 
(juestlons. 
The convention howled down 
the attem pts until Mr. Towne yielded to 
the questions, after which 
Mr. 
Towne 
again Insisted th a t It was his wish that the 
convention should hot nom inate him. 


The convention gave Mr. Towne most re­ 
spectful consideration, and while he was 
epeaklng It was evident th at the conven­ 
tion was disposed to follow Mr. Towne’s 
advice and wishes. 


The conference of the representatives 
of the three g reat parties developed a pe­ 
culiar situation in some respects. 
The 
dem ocrats were anxious for the with­ 
draw al of Towne from the populist ticket, 
and the silver republicans said that, so 
far as they w ere concerned, they would, 
through 
their 
committee, 
nominate 
Stevenson for vice president, although 
profoundly disappointed th at Towne was 
not nom inated by the dem ocratic con­ 
vention. The populists w'ere not In favor 
of the w ithdraw al of Towne and m ain­ 
tained th a t the populist national commit­ 
tee, acting under Instructions from the 
Sioux Falls convention, would be com­ 
pelled to put another candidate in the 
field If Towne should withdraw, and that 
the committee could not ‘withdraw him. 
More th an this, they asserted th at 
if 
Towne should be withdrawn and they 
should not > -it another m an In his place, 
their organisation would be endangered, 
and such action would result in popu­ 
lists going over to the m iddle-of-the-road 
ticket, nom inated at Cincinnati. 
This 
would lessen the chances of 
carrying 
states In the west and Interm ountaln 
country. 


The fact th a t a num ber 
of 
United 
States senatorshlps depended upon the 
success of the fusion of all forces was 
given as a reason why the pQpullst ticket 
should be kept in the field. It wa« claimed 
by the populists th at two senatof« in Ne­ 
braska. one In South Dakota, )one 
in 
Kanias. one in Colorado and, /posslblv. 
one In Wyomlnsr, depended upon perfect 
fusion of the three forces. The populists 
«ads a plea tor dslajr* sayiàc Uiat VQ 
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ôppôrtuiittÿ to cpîrtèr”iîth ; 
and the conditions which mlffht^maks 
necessary the w ith d raw a l. of Towne or 
his retention would then be better' un­ 
derstood. 


E ndorses Stevenson, 


A. meeting of the silver republican na­ 
tional committee was held lmmedlately^ 
after the close of the conference, and, 
at the end of a brief discussion, It was 
voted unanim ously to place Adlal E. 
Stevenson in nom ination for vice presi­ 
dent and to cooperate in every way w ith 
the democratic party fo r the success of 
the ticket. 


The populist committee has reached no 
decision.

P la tfo r m of. S ilv e r R e p u b lic a n s . 
K ansas City, Mo., July 7.—Following Is a 
synopsis of the platform adopted by the 
national 
silver 
republican 
convention: 
The opening sentences recognize the prin­ 
ciples set forth in the declaration of Amer­ 
ican Independence as fundam ental and 
everlastingly true In their application to 
governm ents among men. 
W ashington’s 
farewell address, Jefferson’s wise states­ 
manship 
and Lincoln’s patriotism and 
broad philanthropy are enunciated and em­ 
phasized. The principle of bimetallism Is 
declared to be the right basis of m onetary 
system. The currency law is criticised be­ 
cause destroying the full money power of 
the silver dollar and fixing the gold stand­ 
ard on the country. The party pledges It­ 
self to seek Its repeal. The platform favors 
an Income tax, election of senators by di­ 
rect vote of people, and thé m aintenance 
and extension of the m erit system. 


Combinations, tru sts and monopolies are 
denounced as unjust, unlaw ful and oppres­ 
sive and laws are dem anded for their de­ 
struction. 
The Monroe doctrine is reit­ 
erated and adherence demanded thereto. 
Ownership of lands by aliens Is denounced. 
Principles of direct legislation are favored. 
Liberal pensions recommended for deserv­ 
ing soldiers, their widows and orphans, 
but the present adm inistration of the pen­ 
sion laws is condemned. 


Sym pathy is extended to the South A fri­ 
can republics. 
Porto Rican tariff bill Is 
denounced and im perialism entirely 
op­ 
posed to our republican form of govern­ 
ment. Dfemand for repeal of w ar revenue 
law'. 
Admission to the union of Arizona, 
New Mexico and Oklahoma as states Is 
favored. 
D em and made 
th a t promises 
made to Cuba be fulfilled In every particu­ 
lar. Government aid Is urged In reclaiming 
the arid lands of the country. A sentim ent 
Is expressed in favor of the public ow ner­ 
ship and operation of 
public utilities. 
Peace Is declared to be the virtue, of civ­ 
ilization and w ar is its crime. The expan­ 
sion of our commerce in the interests of 
American labor Is favored and the im porta­ 
tion of Asiatic laborers 
In 
competition 
with American labor is denounced. The 
platform In closing says: 


"The silver republican 
party of 
the 
United States in the foregoing principles 
seeks to perpetuate the spirit and to ad­ 
here to th e , teachings of A braham Lin­ 
coln.”
